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Am I Really a Christian?

“Examine yourselves, whether ye be in 
the faith,” 2 Cor. 13:5. 


Though many people speak lightly 
concerning their state after death yet I 
feel that nearly every intelligent being 
has a desire in his heart that it may be 
well with his soul. It goes without say- 
ing, that nearly every one has pondered 
the question, “If I die shall I live again?” 
or, “When I stand before the Judge of all 
the earth what will my soul have to 
say?” 

Many have believed because they have 
thus been taught, that they should live 
reasonably moral lives, belong to and at- 
tend some church, and when it comes 
their time to die that they will have a 
pretty good chance to get to heaven, as 
good or better than the average. But to 
KNOW for certain that they were jus- 
tified in God’s sight and that heaven is 
their future abode they have believed that 
they could not be certain until thé judg- 
ment. 

To wait until after the judgment to 
find out about our eternal welfare is to 
wait until it is too late to do anything 
about it. After the Lord has pronounced 
the sentence and said, “Depart from me” 
then it is too late to accept Christ as our 
SAVIOR. Therefore the scripture, “Ex- 
amine yourselves whether ye be in the 
faith,” or “Am I really a Christian?” It 
is intended that one should KNOW and 
know NOW whether he is a Christian or 
not, whether SAVED or LOST. 

Nicodemus came to Jesus by night. He 
wanted some satisfaction from one whom 
he admitted had come from God. He 
learned that he “must be born again.” 
John 3:7. To become a Christian every 
one must be born again, rich or poor, 
white or black, moral or immoral. This 
new birth is what every one needs and it 
makes us new creatures in Christ. 
“Therefore if any man be in Christ HE 
IS A NEW CREATURE: old things are 
passed away; behold, all things are be- 
come new.” 2 Cor. 5:17. The old life of 
sin is gone, the old desire for worldly en- 
tertainment and fleshly lusts is gone. In 


’ its PLACE IS A NEW LOVE FOR THE 


THINGS OF GOD, for His Word, and 
a love for God’s people that have been 
born again, also a burning desire to tell 
others of this wonderful experience that 
has come to the one that has become a 
child of God. 

Reader friend, are you a child of God? 
Have you been born again? Does God’s 
Spirit bear witness with your spirit that 
you have been accepted of Him? If not, 
then you are not really a Christian 
though you may belong to a church and 
sing hymns, for the Scripture plainly 
states in Rom. 8:9, “Now if any man 


have not the Spirit of Christ, he is none 
of his.” 

Suppose, dear reader, that you have 
accepted Christ and have been born 
again, then the following scripture ap- 
plies to you: 1 John 3:2, 3, “Beloved, 
now are we the sons of God, and it 
doth not yet appear what we shall be: 
but we KNOW that, when he shall ap- 
pear, we shall be like him; for we shall 
see him as he is. And every man_ that 
hath this hope in him purifieth himself, 
even as he is pure.” 

First, I want to call your attention 
to the statement, ‘““Now are we the sons 
of God.” We become sons of God when 
we are “born again,” when we have ac- 
cepted Christ as our Savior. ““As many 
as received him to them gave he power 
to become the sons of God.” Then in the 
second place, after we become Christians 
we are to “purify ourselves even as he is 
pure.” 

I want to give you a few scriptures 
and explanations that may help you in 
securing this purification. “Love not the 
world, neither the things of the world. 
If any man love the world, the love of 
the Father is not in him,” 1 John 2:15. 
‘And be not conformed to this world, 
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but be ye transformed by the renewing of 
your mind, that ye may prove what is 
that good, and acceptable, and perfect 
will of God,” Rom. 12:2. The scripture 
from St. John’s epistle plainly states that 
if we love the world God’s love is not in 
our hearts. The scripture from Romans 
states we should not be conformed to the 
world, then the following scripture from 
2 Cor. 6:17, 18; 7:1 reads, “Wherefore 
come out from among them, and be ye 
separate, saith the Lord, and touch not 
the unclean thing, and I will receive you, 
and will be a Father unto you, and ye 
shall be my sons and daughters, saith the 
Lord Almighty. Having therefore these 
promises, dearly beloved, let us cleanse 
ourselves from all filthiness of the flesh 
and spirit, perfecting holiness in the fear 
of God.” Notice in these verses God calls 
His people to separate themselves from 
worldly and unholy people and unholy 
PRACTICES, PROMISING A _ SURE 
RECEPTION BY OUR HEAVENLY 
FATHER. Then Titus 2:11-14 _ says, 
“For the grace of God that bringeth sal- 
vation hath appeared to all men, teaching 
us that, denying ungodliness and worldly 
lusts, we should live soberly, righteous- 
ly, and godly, in this present world.” 
Please notice this holy living is to take 
place IN THIS PRESENT WORLD, 
not after death, BUT NOW. “Looking 
for that blessed hope, and the glorious

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The Judgment of Roweds 

“For we must all appear before the 
judgment seat of Christ; that every one 
may receive the things done in his body, 
according to that he hath done, whether 
it be good or bad,” 2 Cor. 5:10. 

There are three judgments spoken of 
in the Bible, one for the saints, one for 
the nations, and one for the wicked. Our 
text has reference to the judgment of 
believers, and their reward. Those who 
come forth to be judged in this judg- 
ment are only the righteous whose sins 
have been atoned for and they have met 
every condition and received the full 
blessing that Jesus came to bring. 

This judgment takes place somewhere 
in mid-air after Jesus comes on the 
clouds of heaven. Acts 1:9-11; 1 Thess. 
4:14-17. This sets forth very clearly the 
fact that the saints will come forth and 
be judged at the first judgment. 

“And he that sat was to look upon like 
a jasper and a sardine stone: and there 
was a rainbow round about the throne, in 
sight like unto an emerald,” Rev. 4:3. 
We are sure this scripture refers to the 
judgment of the raptured saints who are 
around the throne in glory, and this judg- 
ment of rewards will take place after 
Christ comes back and raises the dead in 
Christ and catches away those that are 
alive and remain. 

The Scriptures tell us of Christ’s com- 
ing back on the clouds of heaven at two 
different times,—one is to catch away 
the saints, at which time they will re- 
ceive their rewards, and the other one is 
to destroy all wickedness in the world 
and set up His reign of a thousand years 
(Rev. 19:11-15). 

“Watch ye therefore, and pray always, 
that ye may be accounted worthy to es- 
cape all these things that shall come to 
pass, and to stand before the Son of 
man,” Luke 21:36. 

In this verse Jesus infers that those 


who have met the conditions and are 
ready to go when He comes, will escape 
something. I am sure that those who are 
ready will be taken out of the world be- 
fore the tribulation week. We never get 
to the place that we are not tempted and 
it is not temptation that we are to es- 
cape, I am sure. We will be persecuted for 
righteousness’ sake, according to Jesus’ 
own words, and many will be killed for 
His name. We feel that the thing we are 
to escape is the great tribulation week. 
The awful suffering and torture for the 
Christians who are left to go through 
that week, will be terrible. 


The latter part of the verse says “‘and 
stand before the Son of man.” All who 
meet the Lord in the air will stand before 
Him in judgment, to which our text re- 
fers. 

Every work must come into judgment. 
“But I say unto you, That every idle 
word that men shall speak, they shall 
give account thereof in the day of judg- 
ment. For by thy words thou shalt be 
justified, and by thy words thou shalt be 
condemned,” Matt. 12:36, 37. Every 
transgression and every word will have 
to be atoned for or people will have to 
meet them at the judgment. When our 
sins are forgiven and we are made a new 
creature in Christ Jesus, old things are 
done away and all things become new. 

In this judgment of reward only the 
works of righteousness will be in ques- 
tion, because the Christians have been 
forgiven and at the coming of Christ 
they get their glorified bodies or final 
redemption. 

“For to this end Christ both died, and 
rose, and revived, that he might be Lord 
both of the dead and living. But why 
dost thou judge thy brother? or why dost 
thou set at nought thy brother? for we 
shall all stand before the judgment seat 
of Christ,” Rom. 14:9, 10. 

In these verses Paul is warning the peo- 
ple at Rome concerning their life and 
conduct; especially is he warning them 
against judging one another and setting 
at nought their Christian brother. This 
is so often done by Christians. Possibly 
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they don’t think how serious it is. The 
judgment seat referred to here, I am 
sure, is at the time when He will judge 
the saints somewhere in the heavens. 

“Knowing that whatsoever good thing 
any man doeth, the same shall he receive 
of the Lord, whether he be bond or free. 
And, ye masters, do the same things unto 
them, forbearing threatening: knowing 
that your Master also is in heaven; 
neither is there respect of persons with 
him,” Eph. 6:8, 9. 

God is no respecter of persons and re- 
gardless of wealth or culture every one 
will receive a reward for the good he 
does. The most refined can be humble, 
work for God, and be a blessing to those 
with whom they come in contact. The 
poorest can have the victory in their 
hearts and labor in the Master’s vineyard, 
and when Christ comes to reward His 
children their reward will be just as 
great as that of any one. 

“For the Son of man _ shall come in 
the glory of his Father with his angels; 
and then he shall reward every man ac- 
cording to his works,” Matt. 16:27. 
These are the words of Jesus while on 
earth and they refer to the judgment of 
rewards for the righteous. 

“But when thou makest a feast, call 
the poor, the maimed, the lame, the 
blind: and thou shalt be blessed; for they 
cannot recompense thee: for thou shalt 
be recompensed at the resurrection of the 
just,” Luke 14:13, 14. 

Here we find Jesus telling those who 
were following Him, that for all the 
good things that they could do for the 
poor they would not lose their reward, 
and they were to be rewarded at the re- 
surrection of the just. We are sure this 
bears out the thought that there will be 
rewards given when the righteous are 
brought forth, and Christ will be the 
rewarder. 

“But watch thou in all things, endure 
afflictions, do the work of an evangelist, 
make full proof of thy ministry. For I 
am now ready to be offered, and _ the 
time of my departure is at hand. I have 
fought a good fight, I have finished my 
course, I have kept the faith: hence- 
forth there is laid up for me a crown of 
righteousness, which the Lord, the right- 
eous judge, shall give me at that day; and 
not to me only, but unto all them also 
that love his appearing,” 2 Tim. 4:5-8. 

This was near the close of Paul’s life- 
work and he was confirming the thought 
of the reward of the saints at Jesus’ com- 
ing to catch His faithful servants away. 
His crown is termed a crown of right- 
eousness. For all the good deeds that the 
Christians do, their reward or crown will 
be made up, and Jesus will be the Great 
Judge to deliver these rewards. This cer- 
tainly will be a wonderful time. I agree 
with the song that says we shall crown 
Him Lord of all. I imagine the saints,

Jesus Our Lord 


Jesus is not yet made King, but He is 
our Lord. When the disciples called Him 
Lord and Master He said, ‘‘So I am.” 


The word “lord” is a very strong term. 
It means master, owner, sole ruler. How- 
ever, there are many professed Christians 
who have never submitted to Jesus as 
their Lord, but they live for themselves 
as their dress, spirit and actions show. 

1. If Jesus is your Lord you have sub- 
mitted your all to Him. That means ev- 
ery affair of your life, materially and 
spiritually, definitely and positively put 
into His hands. Up to the time Saul of 
Tarsus was knocked down on his way to 
Damascus Jesus had meant nothing to 
him. But now hear him say, “Who art 
thou Lord?” From this time he recog- 
nized the authority of Jesus over him and 
yielded to Him, and hereafter the dearest 
thought of his whole life is his faithful- 
ness to Jesus his Lord. 

2. The claims of Jesus upon every man 
are just and fair, and cannot be denied. 
In the first place God created us and we 
are told that Christ is “the first born of 
every creature: for by him were all 
things created, that are in heaven and 
that are in earth, visible and invisible, 
whether they be thrones, or dominions, 
or principalities, or powers: all things 
were created by him and for him.” Col. 
1:16. Then it is said, “The earth is the 
Lord’s and the fulness thereof,” 1 Cor. 
10:26, and whether we live or die, the 
apostle says, ““We are the Lord’s,” Rom. 
14:8. To be a Christian means to ac- 
knowledge the rights of Christ in our 
hearts and lives, and in the world. 

3. In acknowledging Jesus as Lord a 
rigid and strict life is required. “Strait 
is the gate, and narrow is the way.” He 
must control our words. He must con- 
trol the inner spirit. He must control our 
outward conduct, all material and finan- 
cial matters, and even our own thoughts 
must be submitted to Him. Otherwise He 
says, ““Why call ye me Lord, Lord, and do 
not the things which I say?” Men think 
that He is hard and unfair. But such is 
not the case. A full and careful compli- 
ance with His demands is the only way to 
peace and happiness here or hereafter. 
The Lord is not a tyrant, but He loves 
us and wants to save us, and there is no 
other way to do it. 

4. The Christian means so much to the 
Lord that He has a will or plan for each 
life. Much is said in the Scriptures about 
the will of the Lord. His will is revealed 
in the gospel. The apostles made it clear 
to the people in their preaching. Special 
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commands were given to help people to 
understand it. . Paul gives advice and 
counsel and then says this is not my 
command but “the Lord,” 1 Cor. 7:10. 
And he would have them be careful that 
certain relationships be “only in the 
Lord.” How much it means to so live 
that all of our life and service shall be 
“in the Lord”—in His will, in His 
Spirit—acceptable and pleasing in His 
sight. 

Many people are won to the spell of a 
meeting, rather than being won to a 
clear, intelligent acceptance of Jesus 
Christ and His claims upon their lives. 

Sympathy: Sympathy is frozen by sus- 
picion. It is dried up by a critical spirit, 
and censure chokes it. Rumors and gos- 
sip which herald others’ weakness and 
magnify their faults, are calculated to 
defraud them of our consideration of 
their circumstances and a just apprecia- 
tion of their qualities.—Spiritual Life. 

Faith: Faith is dead to doubts, dumb 
to discouragements, blind to impossibili- 
ties, knows nothing but success. 

Faith lifts its hands up through the 
threatening clouds, lays hold of Him 
who has all power in heaven and on 
earth.

He hath blessed us with all spiritual 
blessings “in Christ,” Eph. 1:3. He will 
eventually ‘gather together in one all 
things in Christ, both which are in heav- 
en, and which are on earth; even in 
Him,” v. 12. “The dead in Christ shall 
rise first,” 1 Thess. 4:16.

The born- 
again, blood-washed Christian is in 
Christ, and lives a victorious life here in 
this sinful world by the power of the in- 
dwelling Christ. 

A fruitful life in Christ: The fruitful 
Christian life is the result of the life of 
Christ in the heart. Jesus is the true vine, 
the believers are the fruit-bearing 
branches in Him. They are to be filled 
with fruits of righteousness, “fruitful 
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in every good work,” by Christ Jesus. 

All the good things in the Christian 
come from Christ. Without Jesus we 
“can do nothing.” He that hath the Son 
of God “hath life,” but he that has not 
the Son does not have life, but is dead 
in trespasses and sins. Life, with every 
blessing and every good thing we have, 
comes from Christ. 

Things that are in the Christian. 
Among the things mentioned in the 
Christian we find faith, love, patience, 
virtue, knowledge, temperance, godliness, 
etc. “If these things be in you and 
abound they make you that ye shall 
neither be barren nor unfruitful in the 
knowledge of our Lord Jesus Christ,” 2 
Peter 1:8. 

The Christian’s joy is by faith in 
Christ. God has given many of His saints 
open visions from time to time. But His 
rule is to give the joys of salvation to the 
believer by faith. Of Jesus, the apostle 
Peter says, (1 Peter 1:8) ““Whom having 
not seen, ye love; in whom, though now 
we see him not, yet believing, ye rejoice 
with joy unspeakable and full of glory.” 

Among those in Christ there is unity 
of fellowship. We read that “all that be- 
lieved were together.” We read of some 
who “went to their own company.” 
There is a fellowship in joy. There is a 
fellowship in times of trial and tribula- 
tion. The true Christian “can rejoice 
with them that rejoice and weep with 
them that weep.” 

There is a work to be carried on in the 
believer. For the purpose of “perfecting 
the saints” and carrying on the Lord’s 
work in the hearts of the people sermons 
were preached, epistles written and 
teachers sent out to teach. How far short 
will that Christian fall who fails to pray, 
read, study and meditate upon the things 
of God, as a means of perfecting the 
faith which is in him. There are such 
commands as “pray without ceasing,” 
“search the Scriptures,” “study to shew 
thyself approved unto God,” “meditate 
upon these things,” etc. 

It’s in the way of suffering, the way of 
the cross, that the believer comes into 
Christ, and the things of Christ come 
into him. How much Paul said about 
the cross. How little men hear or know 
about the cross now. But it is the way 
of the cross by which we are to come in, 
and then remain in. 

“For as the sufferings of Christ 
abound in us, so also our consolation also 
aboundeth by Christ,” 2 Cor. 1:5. 

“Always bearing about in the body the 
dying of the Lord Jesus, that the life 
also of Jesus might be manifested in our 
body. For we which live are always de- 
livered unto death for Jesus’ sake, that 
the life also of Jesus might be made 
manifest in our mortal flesh,” 2 Cor. 4: 
10, 11.

= Ocean Waters by Little Sail 
Boat to Turks Island 

We arrived by car over the island of 

Haiti to the little city of Port-De-Paix. 

It lies to the extreme north of the island. 

Here we were introduced to our first 


dangerous trip over the waters. We 
boarded a little sail boat, about thirty- 
five feet long, loaded with oranges and 
bananas. It was on a Thursday afternoon 
when we pulled away from harbor, with 
one hundred and sixty miles of water to 
cross and nearly all heavy seas. When we 
rounded the last land point and headed 
north, the crew told me one had drowned 
there in a storm not long before. I be- 
gan to realize the risk, but there was no 
other way to get to Turks Island and | 
had to discharge my duty. I slept in the 
stern of the little boat on the planks. 
The wind arose and was against us and 
for three days and nights we - sailed 
against head winds. The waves broke 
over the bow of the little sail boat as 
she plunged and kicked in_ the 
black waters. The smoke from the 
little fireplace, where the meals were 
cooked, never ceased to fill the little cab- 
in in which I tried to stay. So we became 
very seasick, homesick and sore, sore be- 
cause of lying so long on planks. It was 
a good place for one to be who wanted 
to search his heart and measure his con- 
secration. I thought of two miles of 
water below me, seventy miles from land 
on either side, in a little sail boat and a 
strong wind blowing high waves over the 
bow, yes, and perhaps I would never see 
my little wife, eldest son and twin boys, 
seven months old, again. DOES IT PAY? 
I asked myself. Then came the little 
chorus, “Keep pressing along, dear chil- 
dren, with courage true, for the Lord 
will lead you through. With trouble and 
cares on every side He will always be 
standing by your side, for the harder the 
battle the sweeter the victory.” Yes, it 
will pay over in yonder’s city. Praise the 
Lord! 
STUCK ON SAND BAR 

The wind blew us off course and we 
were driven on a sand _ bar forty miles 
from land (quite a distance to swim and 
fight sharks) and we were stranded for 
five hours as the boat rocked in the 
waves and beat on the bottom. The tide 
arose and finally we were floated off. 
This was in the middle of the night and 
as day broke the pilot located his position 
and we were able to make Turks Island 
the next day soon after noon. Well, it 
Was a great trip with many experiences 
but the Lord was with us.
